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ELIZABETHAN MARKET REPORT 
by: Dean Mario 
There was strong competition (over 500 floor and mail bidders) in lan 
Kimmerly's public auctions held on Jan. 26 and Jan. 29, 1994. The 
three-part auction had modern material well represented and collectors 
had a good opportunity to add to their collections. 


The first section, subject to 60% reserves of the stated estimate, 
contained many fine varieties and errors. Lot198, a 1975 8¢ Christmas 
NH pair with black double printed, sold for $160 against a $150 estimate 
(prices do not include the 10% buyer's premium). Another Christmas 
issue, the 1979 35¢ Doll NH with missing gold inscription (lot 202), went 
to a happy bidder for $625 ($750 estimate). Previous 1993 prices for this 
stamp were $575 and $625. Lot 205 was a vertical NH strip of four of the 
1990 39¢ Flag imperf coil estimated at $250. It sold for $150. Another 
imperf was lot 207, a NH pair of the 1990 30¢ Folklore issue (Sasquatch 
and Werewolf), which sold against an estimate of $750 for $450. 


The second part of the auction was unreserved and it too had several 
good items. Some interesting 1963 Cameo definitives were offered in lots 
524-526. A nice 1¢ stamp with a pre-printing fold sold for $24 (estimated 
at $25), a misperfed 2¢ and 3¢ (both estimated at $20) sold for $16 and 
$50 respectively. Lot 541 contained a VF NH 1970 6¢ Christmas tagged 
block of four estimated at $100. It sold for $90. The 1974 8¢ Indian 
Chief and Thunderbird NH pair with "missing bird" variety (Lot 543) sold 
for $140, $15 over estimate. Coil "double perfs" were very popular and 
some sold above estimate. Lot 565, a NH 1982 30¢ Maple Leaf pair, went 
to a new home for $105 ($40 estimate). Lot 567 featured a NH 1983 32¢ 
Maple Leaf pair and it sold for $95 ($40 estimate). The 1988 37¢ 
Parliament pair in lot 572 was estimated at $50 and it sold for $105. 
Obviously two determined bidders wanted these desirable items. 


Perhaps one of the most desired modern-day errors was offered in lot 682. 
It contained a 42¢ 1992 Space Hologram stamp with missing hologram 
used on cover. Stated by the auctioneers to be 'the first recorded used 
error", the stamp did have a small scuff in the bottom margin. 
Estimated at $750, the cover sold to a lucky new owner for only $675. 
Only time will tell if further used copies will eventually surface: watch 
the stamps on your mail and those in bulk mixtures!. 


The Third unreserved auction contained many large lots, collections and 
wholesale offerings. Lot 1301 consisted of a large mint sheet file from 
the 8¢ to 39¢ era. Face value of the complete sheets was $638 and its 
estimate was $500. It sold for $550. A large collection of plate blocks in 
glassines from 1967-1985 (lot 1304) , mostly in F-VF NH matched sets 
contained $1,116 in face value. It sold $100 over the estimate at $950. 
Another plate block collection (lot 1306) was comprised of NH matched 
sets from 30¢ to 39¢ era (face value $1,109) and it also sold for $950 
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($800 estimate). Lot 1308 consisted of 1977-1990 NH Canada Post 
Annual Collections with a stated catalogue value of $572. It sold very 
close to its $200 estimate at $180. Ian Kimmerly Auctions are at 110 
Sparks St., Ottawa, Ontario, KIP 5B6. 


***There has been some debate as to the method of reporting auction prices. 
Some argue that buyer's premiums (if any) should be added to the reported 
selling prices of material because that, in fact, is the actual selling and final 
amount one has to pay (along with the additional postage/handling charges 
etc.). Others feel that the 10% (usually) fee is a sort of added-on-tax and 
really doesn't reflect upon the actual "hammer price". How do members feel 
about it? Would you rather see reported realizations with or without the 
buyer's premium included? Please drop me a note on this or any other 
comment you may have on this column. Thank you. *** 


R. Maresch and Son's public auction sales held on January 12-13, 1994 
did not have many items in the Elizabethan era but what they did 
contain was still beneficial to collectors of this material. 


Lot 562 contained a NH selection of blank plates, blocks and a single of 
the 1972 Polar Bears "Siamese" variety and was estimated at $100+. It 
sold for $88 (prices include the 10% buyer's premium). A part 
imperforate strip of six (with two complete imperf pairs) of the 1974 8¢ 
Caricature Queen coil in mint NH condition (lot 563) sold for $148.50 
against an estimated value of $2004. Lot 564 was a mint imperf NH pair 
of the 10¢ Caricature coil which sold for $71.50 (estimated at $100+). 


Another imperf variety was offered in lot 565, the 1973 15¢ R.C.M.P. 
Musical Ride pair with full original gum, no wrinkles, and NH. 
Estimated at $500, the pair fetched $385. Perhaps the scarcest 
Elizabethan item was lot 566, a mint NH copy of the 1978 14¢ "White 
Queen" error with red omitted. With a stated catalogue value of $2000, 
the stamp sold for a fair $770. This stamp has previously sold for $825 
(with gum adhesion) and $935 (both prices quoted with buyer's premium 
included). The firm's April 13-14 sale looks like another good one and is 
complete with some scarce imperforate varieties, rare proofs, and 
unusual 1958 essays.

Effective 1 April 1954 International Surface Letter Rates (Excluding U. S. 
A. - Britain & Commonwealth - Republic of Ireland, Mexico - France - 
Central & South America - Spain) was increased to:

The rate was not again changed until 1 Jan. 1966. 


The Wilding issue was released in 1954 and was not replaced until the 
Cameo issue in 1963. The orange 6¢ Wilding was clearly the value of 
choice for surface mailings to other than the countries identified above. 
Does anyone have proof of use of this stamp in period (1954-62) on a 
cover to a foreign destination? If so, please advise details to the Editor 
enclosing, if at all possible, a photocopy. 
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The 1954 rate change also increased the domestic post card rate from 3¢ 
to 4¢. Shown is an Oct. 26, 1954 card from Windsor, Ont. which was 
assessed 2¢ postage due - twice the deficiency.

Scott 593A - 10¢ red Queen Elizabeth II - High Fluorescence or Hibrite? 








Pictured is the pair of 593A shown on page 67 of the Jan.-Feb. 1994 
issue. With respect to whether the fluorescence of this issue is High or 
Hibrite the following were received: 


Phil Kohl reports: I have one copy that displays significant fluorescence, 
mint with no gum. I compared this copy with my reference stamps 
under UV illumination. Its brightness appears to be identical to my 
reference copy of Scott #625 which is listed in one of my references 
(Gronbeck-Jones, as I recall) as high fluorescent. It is not as bright as 
my reference copy of Scott #468B which is listed in Scott and in my 
reference as Hibrite.. Perforations are 13 by an estimated 13.2 or 13.3 
(More than 13 and less than 13.5). 


Bill Schoen reports: In mounting this series of definitives (593A) I used 
four qualities: dead, dull, LF & MF. The latter may well qualify as the 
HF although the best I would assign to it is M-HF. Comparing it with 
the other types of this denomination one could "reason" to describing it 
as the HB of this denomination without meeting the quality of the 
higher luminescence. My copies are so close I label them Perf. 13. 


Dr. James Watt is involved in a major study of fluorescence using the 
Centennial definitive issues. Eventually they plan to publish the 
results of their study to be called the Timmins & Watt System based on 
their "Relative Fluorescence Scale". Briefly, the "System" is a 
simplification the Keane & Hughes Centennial work. Their readings are 
based on use of a fluorescent spectrophotometer and they have done 
some work with both pre and post Centennial issues. At my request Dr. 
Jim reports as follows: Preliminary work on 593A suggests it is a HB 
according to the standard reference established for the Centennials. 
Also doing some further checking. Perforations are 12.9 (top & bottom) 
and 13.1 (sides) using "old Instanta". Sides are always finer perfed 
than top & bottom and the reason for the often seen 13+ designation. 


Evidence to date points to HB. I hope others will weight in with their 
findings. Or, is this stamp much scarcer than I have thought? 
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SECTION V - COMMEMORATIVES + (the value of a postal rate table) 


A stamp commemorating John McCrae, author of "In Flanders Fields" 
was issued on Oct. 15, 1968 (Scott No. 487). During the recent visit in 
Calgary two covers were acquired which (potentially) make key additions 
to my one frame McCrae exhibit. The first is a pure commercial first day 
of use (canceled LANGLEY 3 PM 15 X 1968 B. C.) to Union Oil 
Company of Canada Limited, Calgary, Alta. The second, shown below, is 
an air mail to Germany (canceled CALGARY 8 PM 3 1 1969 ALBERTA). 


On November 1, 1968, the Canada Post increased the first and third 
class letter rates and abolished the special reduced first class rate for 
local deliver. International air mail and surface mail rates were also 
increased. The new schedule also appears below: 
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Jc each additional 2 ounces or fraction of 2 ounces 
hems exceeding the prescribed limits of size are subject to a sur- 
charge of 75c. 
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Letters Postcards 
United States, its Territories and 10c each 
Possessions. ounce 
Bermuda, Mexico, Central and South 15c each 
America and the West Indies, Great half ounce 
Britain and Northern Ireland, Republic 

of Ireland and Europe.

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The problem is to properly rate the cover to Germany. Franked with 22¢ 
and a schedule showing the air mail rate to Europe to be 15¢ each half 
ounce the cover was either over rated by Z€ or underpaid by 8¢ - both 
seem a bit unlikely scenarios. Could it have been that the postal person, 
still working with a relatively new rate schedule, took a quick glance and 
noted the 7¢ each ounce after the first ounce in the surface mail to all 
other countries section and came up with the 22¢ rate. I would 
appreciate hearing from anyone able to shed further light on the rate. 


Also, in this weeks mail a third McCrae cover (canceled HOUSTON 30 
XI 69 B.C.) franked with a pair @ 10¢ paying the 6¢ first class rate plus 
4¢ for an additional ounce or fraction thereof. Three great covers in less 
than a week - more than normally found in a year or more.

Last information I have was three rolls were found with each containing 
six (6) pairs of the 32¢ maple leaf imperf (Scott #951i). Now look at the 
next pair. I hope you did a double take as I did. This pair was part of a 
lot I recently acquired of "extra perforation lines and double perforations." 
After a quick look at the other "extra perforation" items I have it was 

obvious I had none like this one - the start of a triple perf. In fact I had 

never seen one or for that matter heard of one. This prompted a letter to 

John Jamieson: 


"I would appreciate your thoughts on this item. Could this be the start of 
a triple perforation? If not, is it just a random extra perforation line, 
someone having fun or what? And, if it is a triple perforation is it 
especially scarce?" 


John responded with criteria to check out the authenticity (which seem 
to check); added he had never seen a triple and indicated if genuine it 
would be a good one. It is being shipped off for further evaluation and 
possible certificate. When received, the verdict will be reported. 


In the mean time do any of our members have anything like this on this 
issue or any Other coil issue? For that matter, a triple on any issue? If 


so, please, send a photocopy to be published in a future issue.
